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ACT OF INCORPORATION 

Resolution Incorporating the General Convention of the Baptist Churches 
in the State of Connecticut and Vicinity—Passed May, 1824. 

Resolved by this Assembly — That Asa Wilcox, Jonathan Goodwin, 
Augustus Bolles, Joseph B. Gilbert, Robert Francis, Elisha Cushman, Ros¬ 
well Burrows, Oliver Wilson, John Turney, Jeremiah Brown, Claudius L. 
Collins, Rufus Babcock, Wm. H. Manning, and Wm. Quiner and their 
associates; be, and they are hereby made and constituted a body politic 
and corporate, by the name of the General Convention of the Baptist 
Churches of Connecticut and Vicinity, and by that name they and their 
successors shall and may have perpetual succession, shall be capable of 
suing and being sued, plead and being impleaded, in all suits of what 
nature soever, may have a common seal, and the same alter or change at 
pleasure; and may also have, purchase, receive, hold, and convey away 
estate, real, personal, or mixed, the annual income of which shall not 
exceed three thousand dollars. Provided that said income, whatever may 
be the amount thereof, be annually expended and appropriated to the 
purposes designated in said petition. 

Said Convention may from time to time, elect a president and such other 
officers and agents as they may find necessary or convenient; may make 
By-Laws respecting the number, qualification, and duties of their officers 
and members, prescribe the mode of election, and admission of members, 
the time, the place, and manner of holding their meetings, the number 
necessary to form a quorum, and all other By-Laws and regulations 
the said Convention may deem necessary for the government and due 
regulation of its concerns, to promote and secure the essential objects 
of said Convention as expressed in their Constitution, not repugnant 
to the laws of this State or the United States. 

The first meeting of said Convention shall be holden at the 
Baptist Meeting House in the city of Middletown, in the county of 
Middlesex, on the second Wednesday of June, A.D. 1824, at nine 
o’clock in the forenoon. 

This act of incorporation, or any part thereof, may be altered, 
amended or appealed, at the pleasure of the General Assembly. 

Resolved by this Assembly — That said corporation be hereafter called 
and known by the name of “The Connecticut Baptist Convention.” 


STATE CONVENTION 
Resolved in Alteration, Passed June 15,1899 

Resolved by this Assembly — That the corporation known by the 
name of The Connecticut Baptist Convention, duly incorporated by the 
General Assembly of this state. May session, 1824, may hereafter have, 
purchase, receive, hold, and convey estate, real, personal, or mixed, the 
annual income of which shall not exceed twenty five thousand dollars. 


Resolved in Alteration, Passed April 2,1909 

Resolved by this Assembly — That the resolution incorporating The 
Connecticut Baptist Convention be and it hereby is amended by adding at 
the end thereof the following: “Said Convention may accept and hold 
absolutely or as trustees, such funds as may be given, devised, or be¬ 
queathed to it, to be held by it in such manner or way as may be desired 
by the instrument making such gift, devise or bequest, when such funds, 
or the income therefrom, or reversion thereof shall be for the benefit of 
said Convention or individuals or churches affiliated therewith.” 

Resolved ifi Alteration, Passed October 22, 1966 

Resolved by this Assembly-That the name of said corporation be hereafter 

called and known by the name of the "Connecticut Convention of American Baptist 
Churches, Incorporated". 
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BY-LAWS OF THE CONNECTICUT CONVENTION 

OF AMERICAN BAPTIST CHURCHES 

adopted October 22, 1966 


ARTICLE I. NAME The name of this organization shall be the 

-- CONNECTICUT CONVENTION OF 

AMERICAN BAPTIST CHURCHES, INC. 

ARTICT.F II . PURPOSE The Connecticut Convention of American 
Baptist Churches, a part of the church 
universal, has as its basic purpose the providing of a channel through 
which the American Baptist Churches of the state are enabled to ful¬ 
fill their total mission in the world and in the state of Connecticut, and 
to enlarge the scope of the mission and witness of the Connecticut Con¬ 
vention of American Baptist Churches through cooperation with the Amer¬ 
ican Baptist Convention, State, National and World Council of Churches, 
the Baptist World Alliance, and other cooperating groups. This mission 
stems from the obligation to declare and seek to make effective the will 
of God through the Lordship of Jesus Christ, in all areas of life. 

ARTICLE II I. MEMBERSHIP 

Section 1 . Membership in this convention shall con¬ 

sist of all local churches of Connecticut 
which are in accord with and practicing 
the purposes of the Convention as set forth in Article II. The bases 
of^membership in the Convention shall include on the part of each local 
church: 

a) endeavoring to help develop and implement the programs and 
ministries of the Convention; 

b) seeking to provide leadership for the work of the Convention; 

c) giving evidence of implementing locally the purpose of the 
Convention; 

d) participating in the annual meetings of the Convention; 

e) selecting official delegates to the Convention at its annual 
meeting; 

f) Striving to meet the goal of at least 75% of its Mission Support 
objectives to the American Baptist Mission Program. 

g) Striving to meet the goal of at least 25% of its Mission Support 
objectives to the American Baptist Mission Program, if 
dually-aligned; 

Each American Baptist Church meeting these standards of mem¬ 
bership, in the judgement of the Executive Committee, shall be entitled 
to representation by its minister (s) and by one delegate for each hun¬ 
dred and each fraction of a hundred resident members; provided, how¬ 
ever, that no local congregation shall have more than five delegates 
besides its ministers. 


Section 2. 


All members of the National Boards and 
officers of the American Baptist Conven- 
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tion residing within the State, officers of this Convention, members of 
its Board of Managers, and members of all committees appointed m 
accordance with its By-Laws; and the President of the American Baptist 
Women of Connecticut; the American Baptist Men of Connecticut; and 
the Connecticut Baptist Youth Fellowship shall be ex officio delegates to 
the sessions of this Convention, having all the privileges usually accord¬ 
ed to such delegates. 


ARTICLE IV. MEETINGS 

Section 1. The Annual meetings of the Convention shall 

' be held on the dates and at a place that shall 

be determined at the first meeting of the Executive Committee following 
the preceding annual meeting. 

Section 2. The Annual meetings shall have the following 

functions: 


a) Cultivation of fellowship among the local churches. 

b) Discussion of key issues which face the Convention in its 
ministry in the coming year and suggestions to the Board on 
how to meet faithfully these concerns. 

c) Election of the Board of Managers and officers. 

d) Education of the participants on some key ministries of the 
chur ch. 


e) Inspiration. 

Section 3. Special meetings may be called by the 

President, at the direction of the Board 
of Managers. 

Section 4. Fifty (50) delegates shall constitute a 

quorum, but any number shall have power 
to adjourn a meeting. 


Section 5. The Annual Session shall be under the con¬ 

trol of the Program Committee, which shall 
have power to make arrangements for speakers, and to apportion the 
time to speakers as the different departments of the work may require, 
subject to the approval of the Convention. 


Section 6. The proceedings of all meetings shall be 

regulated by Robert's Rules of Order 
Revised. 

Section 7. The fiscal year of the Convention shall be 

the same as that of the American Baptist 
Convention. 


ARTICLE V . ELECTIVE OFFICERS 

Section 1. The officers of the Convention shall be a 

President, a First Vice-President, a 
Second Vice-President, a Treasurer ( who 
may be either a person or a bank ), and a Secretary. 
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Section 2 . The officers, excepting the Treasurer and 

the Secretary, shall be elected for a one 
year term after which they will not be eligible for re-election to the 
same office in the succeeding year. 

They shall serve from the close of the annual session at which they 
are elected until the close of the next annual session, or until their suc¬ 
cessors have been chosen. The officers, excepting the Treasurer and 
the Secretary, will be nominated to the next highest office after one year 
of service as second vice-president and/or first vice-president. 

The Treasurer and Secretary shall be chosen by the Board of 
Managers. 


Section 3 . The duties of the officers shall be such as 

in common practice pertain to their re¬ 
spective offices, except that the second vice-president shall serve as 
the Chairman of the Program Committee for the annual meeting and 
Chairman of the Personnel Committee; the First Vice-President shall 
serve as Chairman of the Nominating Committee; and preside at the 
meetings of the Executive Committee to enable the President to give 
leadership in policy decisions; and the President shall preside at the 
Board of Managers and at the Convention 1 s annual meeting. (See Article 
VIII). 


Section 4 . In the event of a vacancy in any office, the 

officer in the next lower bracket shall fill 
the vacancy. Any vacancy not provided for shall be filled by the Execu¬ 
tive Committee. Removal of an officer from the state shall automatically 
create a vacancy. 

Section 5 . Responsibilities of Treasurer: 

A. The Treasurer shall be the custodian of the funds of the 
Convention, both invested and current; receiving and disbursing or 
investing the same as directed by the Department of Business and 
Finance, keeping separate accounts of the various funds of the Con¬ 
vention, and reporting and accounting to the Convention annually, 
and at such other times as directed by the Department of Business 
and Finance. 


B. The Treasurer shall make payments out of the treasury 
on written order from the Minister of Business and Finance, or 
such other administrative officer as the Executive Committee shall 
designate; and a listing of all such payments shall be given to the 
Chairman of the Department of Business and Finance. 


C. The Treasurer shall give corporate bond to the Con¬ 
vention in such sum as the Department of Business and Finance 
may require. 


Section 6. Duties of the Auditor. The Auditor shall 

audit the accounts of all financial agents of 
the Convention annually at the end of each fiscal year and report to the 
Convention through the Department of Business and Finance; and at such 
other times as the Department shall require.

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-Se'ction 1. An Executive Minister; Minister of Camping, 

Youth and Christian Higher Education; Min-- 
ister of Christian Education; Minister of Christian Outreach; Minister 
of Christian Mission Support; Minister of Business and Finance; and 
Administrative Assistant and such additional staff members as are deem¬ 
ed necessary for our work shall be chosen by the Board of Managers. 

Section 2. The terms and conditions of employment of 

staff members shall be subject to the agree¬ 
ment of the Board of Managers as outlined in the position's job analysis 
and job description. The retirement age of all staff personnel shall be 
age sixty-five (65). 

Section 3. Responsibilities of Executive Minister. 


a) He is a pastor to pastors. 

b) He is the chief administrative officer of the Convention. 

c) He represents the Convention's concern for the spiritual 
welfare of all local congregations. 

d) Ht, represents the Convention at denominational and 
interdenominational meetings. 

e) He seeks to speak the opinions of American Baptists on 
issues of concern, within the scope of the Convention's 
resolutions and stated purpose. 

f) He shall be responsible for such additional or revised 
duties as the Board of Managers may decide. 

He shall attend all meetings of the Board of Managers and the 
Executive Committee, except executive sessions, to advise, give 
guidance and proposals concerning the work, but shall not have the 
right to vote. 

Section 4. Responsibilities of Minister of Christian 

Education. 


a) He is the administrative director of the total program 
of Christian Education in the state - among children, 
youth, and adults (including both men's and women's 
work). 

b) He has overall responsibility for the program at Camp 
Wightman, which is delegated to the Minister of Camp¬ 
ing, Youth, and Christian Higher Education. 

c) He has overall responsibility for denominational pro¬ 
gram in Christian Higher Education, which is delegated 
to the Minister of Camping, Youth, and Christian Higher 
Education. 

d) He serves as Area Director of the Division of Christian 
Education for the American Baptist Board of Education 
and Publication. 
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e) He is responsible for part of the program of the Depart¬ 
ment on Chur chmanship. 

f) He shall be responsible for such additional or revised 
duties as the Board of Managers may decide. 

He shall attend all meetings of the Board of Managers, except 
executive sessions, to advise, give guidance and proposals concern¬ 
ing his areas of responsibility, but shall not have the right to vote. 

Section 5. Responsibilities of Minister of Camping, 

Youth and Christian Higher Education. 

a) He serves as an associate minister in the Department 
of Christian Education. 

b) He is responsible, under the overall guidance of the 
Minister of Christian Education, for the camping, 
youth, and Christian Higher Education program of the 
Convention. 

c) He shall be responsible for such additional or revised 
duties as the Board of Managers may decide. 

He shall attend all meetings of the Board of Managers, except 
executive sessions, to advise, give guidance and proposals concern¬ 
ing his areas of responsibility, but shall not have the right to vote. 

Section 6. Responsibilities of Minister of Christian 

Mission Support. 

a) He is responsible for promoting stewardship and 
missionary education in the churches. 

b) He is responsible for the raising of funds for the 
American Baptist Mission Budget, the annual and 
special offerings, and such other denominational pro¬ 
jects as may be commonly accepted. 

c) He serves as associate Field Counselor of the Division 
of World Mission Support. 

d) He shall be responsible for such additional or revised 
duties as the Board of Managers may decide. 

He shall attend all meetings of the Board of Managers, except 
executive sessions, to advise, give guidance and make proposals 
concerning his areas of responsibility, but shall not have the right 
to vote. 

Section 7 . Responsibilities of Minister of Christian 

Outreach. 

a) He works directly in the field of evangelism and is the 
resource person for the development of evangelistic 
outreach. 

b) He stimulates and guides the various Associations and 
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the Convention in establishing new churches in un¬ 
churched areas. 

c) He gives leadership to the program of Christian Social 
Concerns and Community Witness. 

d) He administers support to the aided churches, and 
provides guidance for specialized ministries and 
specialized church programs. 

e) He is responsible for the annual collection and evalua¬ 
tion of local church statistics. 

f) He shall be responsible for such additional or revised 
duties as the Board of Managers may decide. 

He shall attend all meetings of the Board of Managers, except 
executive sessions, to advise, give guidance and make proposals 
concerning his areas of responsibility, but shall not have the right 
to vote . 

Section 8 . Responsibilities of Minister of Business 

and F inanee. 

a) He is the chief financial officer of the Convention and 
works directly with the Department of Business and 
Finance in the administration of all finances, property, 
and physical assets of the Convention, including the 
maintenance of property and physical development of 
Camp Wightman, under policies established by the 
Department of Business and Finance. 

b) He receives from the Executive Minister requests 
which have been made to the latter for loans to churches, 
and personally investigates the back-ground situation 
leading up to the request in each instance. He may be 
assisted by members of the Department of Business and 
Finance, and he is responsible for presenting the re¬ 
quests to the Department after investigation has been 
completed. 

c) He is advisor to all Convention churches regarding the 
creating of uniform business records and accounting 
procedures. 

d) He shall be responsible for such additional or revised 
duties as the Board of Managers may decide. 

He shall attend all meetings of the Board of Managers, except 
executive sessions, to advise, give guidance and make proposals 
concerning his areas of responsibility, but shall not have the right 
to vote. 

Section 9 . Responsibilities of Administrative 

Assistant. 

The Administrative Assistant shall work 
primarily with the Executive Minister performing such duties as he 
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assigns and shall also be responsible for the general supervision of the 
office secretaries. 

Section 10. Responsibility for Staff. 

All staff members are directly responsible 
to the Executive Minister, who shall be directly responsible to the 
Board of Managers. 

The Executive Committee will review with each staff person 
his job performance annually in light of the agreed job description 
analysis. 

ARTICT.F. VII. CONVENTION AND BOARD STANDING COMMITTEES 

Section 1 . The following Standing Committes shall 

be appointed: 

A. Annual Meeting Committees: 

1) Program 

2) Resolutions 

The Annual Meeting Committees shall be responsible to the 
Board and be appointed by the President. Ten persons shall serve 
on each. The Second vice-president shall serve as Chairman of 
the Program Committee. 

The responsibility of the Program Committee shall be the 
planning of the Annual Meeting. 

The Resolutions Committee shall prepare the necessary 
resolutions required for the most effective implementation of the 
Convention's mission. 

B. Nominating Committee: 

The Committee on the Nomination of Convention officers and 
members of the Board of Managers, shall consist of one member 
from each association named in the consultation with the President, 
and five named by the President from among the members of the 
Department of Churchmanship. Members of this Committee shall 
have served on or be on the Board. (The First Vice-President 
serves as Chairman). Vacancies on the Committee shall be filled 
by appointment of the President. This Committee shall function the 
year round to see that adequate personnel are available for leader¬ 
ship responsibilities. 

C. The Budget Committee: 

This Committee shall be responsible for the development of 
the Convention's annual budget. The budget shall be presented to 
the Board of Managers for adoption at the Annual Meeting. 

The Budget Committee shall consist of seven persons, at 
least five from the Board, one from each department. The Chair¬ 
man and members shall be appointed by the President. 

D. The Long-Range Planning Committee: 

This Committee shall be responsible for planning five to ten 
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years in advance for the Convention, developing the various pro¬ 
gram emphases needed for future ministries and referring these 
to the Executive Committee for necessary decision and implemen-. 
tation This Committee shall consist of nine members, with no 
more than one-third being members of the Boa^d. The members 
should serve a term of three years and be appointed by the Presi¬ 
dent. The Chairman shall be selected from among the Executive 
Committee membership. 

E. Personnel Committee: 

This Committee shall have the responsibility for development 
of job descriptions, personnel policies, salary scales and provide 
for periodic review of each of these. It shall serve as a Committee 
to handle personnel concerns. It shall be selected by the Executive 
Committee and chaired by the Second Vice-President of the Con¬ 
vention. 

Section 2. All committees, unless otherwise ordered, 

shall be appointed by the President, who 
shall be a member, ex officio, of all committees. All committee mem¬ 
bers shall serve for one year unless otherwise specified. 

ARTICTE VIII. BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1. Membership 

A. There shall be a Board of Managers consisting of all 
elected officers of the Convention; and forty-eight (48) additional 
members, with one-third ministers; one-third women and one- 
third laymen, (the young laity are included in the latter two groups) 
chosen by ballot at each annual session of the Convention for terms 
of three years, and so constituted that the terms of sixteen (16) of 
the elective members end each year. 

B. All members of the Board of Managers shall be mem¬ 
bers in good and regular standing in a cooperating church within 
the Connecticut Convention of American Baptist Churches. 

Section 2. Members of the Board of Managers, other 

than elective officers, and officers of 
auxiliary organizations serving on the Board by virtue of office, may 
serve for two successive terms of three years each, or a total of six 
years only; after which they shall not be eligible for election to the same 
office in the succeeding year. 

Section 3. The immediate past President of the Con¬ 

vention, the Treasurer of the Convention, 
when a person, and the President and First Vice-President of the Men, 
Women, Youth, Ministers' Council and the Baptist Homes of the State, 
also shall be members of the Board. 

Section 4. The Nominating Committee shall give con¬ 

sideration to adequate representation of all 
areas of the Convention's life on the Board such as: 

a) Churches with 150 members or less; 
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b) Churches in rural areas; 

c) Inner-city churches; 

d) Suburban churches; 

e) The association areas. 

Section 5. The Board shall be vested with all the 

authority of the Convention when the latter 
is not in session unless otherwise limited by these By-Laws. 

Section 6 . Meetings of Board of Managers 

A. The Board shall hold three meetings during the year, 
the times to be determined by the Board, or at the call of the 
President. 

B. Special meetings may be called by the President at any 
time, and shall be called by him upon a request in writing by five 
members of the Board. 


C. Absence of a member from two successive meetings of 
the Board, unless appropriate excuse is offered to the President, 
shall be considered as creating a vacancy. Removal of a member 
from the State shall automatically create a vacancy. The Board 
shall have power to fill vacancies occurring in its membership 
between annual sessions of the Convention. 


D. The President shall preside at the meetings of the 
Board. In his absence, the order of ascendency to the chairmanship 
shall be: First Vice-President, Second Vice-President. If no one 

of these officers is present, the Secretary shall convene the meeting 
which will proceed to elect a chairman pro tempore. Fifteen (15) 
members shall constitute a quorum. 

E. The Board shall keep an accurate and complete record 
of all its proceedings. 

Section 7. Responsibilities 

A. The Board of Managers shall transact all business of 
the Convention between sessions and have supervision of all the 
work of the Convention. It shall have power to appoint a secretary, 
an auditor, and a treasurer, who may be either a person or a bank 
of approved standing, and such agents as may be needed properly to 
conduct the work of the Convention, fixing the salary of the same, 
and requiring bond of all handling money. It shall make all appro¬ 
priations for the aid of churches, and payment of the salaries of 
missionaries and other workers in accordance with the rules adopt¬ 
ed by the Board. ^ 


It shall also be responsible for: 

Setting of Convention policies when the Convention is 
not in session. 


The selection of the Executive Minister of the Convention 
and upon his recommendation the responsibility for call- ’ 
mg all additional executive staff members.

3) The approval of an annual budget for adoption at the 
Annual Meeting of the Convention. 

B. Authority in all financial and business matters shall 
rest with the Board. 

C. The Board shall act as agent of the Division of World 
Mission Support of the American Baptist Convention foy raising 
and remitting money for the American Baptist Mission Budget of 
the American Baptist Convention on terms to be mutually arranged. 

D. The Board shall cooperate, on such terms as shall be 
mutually acceptable, with other denominational boards desiring to 
undertake work in this state. 

E. The President shall announce the assignment of the 
Board members to the standing departments. Membership in these 
departments shall consist of the following: 

1) Department of Churchmanship consisting of 15 Board 
and 8 co-opted members. 

2) Department of Christian Education consisting of 12 
Board and 8 co-opted members. 

3) Department of Christian Mission Support consisting of 
9 Board and 8 co-opted members. 

4) Department of Christian Outreach consisting of 14 
Board and 8 co-opted members. 

5) Department of Business and Finance consisting of 9 
Board and 6 co-opted members. 

6 ) Executive Committee, consisting of fourteen (14) mem¬ 
bers including the President, the two Vice-Presidents, 
the Treasurer (if a person), the Secretary, the Chair¬ 
man and Vice-Chairman of all Departments of the 
Board. 

The Executive Committee shall meet six times annually* 
at times when the Board is not meeting, to be set by the 
Committee. It will be subject to special meetings called 
by the President and Executive Minister. The first Vice- 
President shall preside. 

The Executive Committee shall have full authority to 
act between meetings of the Board of Managers. It shall 
not have the power to authorize expenditures beyond the 
budget. 

7) The co-opted members shall be nominated by the re¬ 
spective Departments and secured by the Nominating 
Committee. The co-opted members shall be elected 
annually by the Convention, and have voice and vote on 
the Department. They shall be eligible to serve for a 
maximum of six consecutive terms, after which they 
shall be eligible for re-election after a year's absence. 
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The Nominating Committee shall nominate members 
from the Board to serve as chairman and vice-chairman 
of the Departments, standing and special committees, 
such nominees to be elected by the Convention at the 
Annual Meeting. 

8 ) The Departments shall meet at least five times a year. 

F. The Board shall make a report of its transactions at 
the Annual Meeting of the Convention. 

ARTICLE IX . RESPONSIBILITIES OF THE DEPARTMENTS OF THE 
BOARD OF MANAGERS 

Section 1, Department of Churchmanship 

Responsibilities of this Department shallbe: 

a) To develop the philosophy and methods to assist the 
laity and clergy in an understanding of the role of the 
churchman. This will include the formulating of a 
philosophy of churchmanship, providing training and 
recruiting programs to implement this philosophy. 

b) To recruit and train persons who see this vision of 
churchmanship in a more adequate performance of this 
responsibility. 

c) To be responsible for seeing that the constantly chang¬ 
ing leadership needs are incorporated in the training 
programs and in the membership classes of the local 
churches. 

d) To assist the nominating committee of the Convention 
and its related organizations in helping persons trained 
in churchmanship to be involved in the positions of 
leadership in the convention, associations, local 
churches, communities, and interdenominational bodies. 

e) Through a sub-committee on ordination have responsi¬ 
bility to conduct preliminary examination of candidates 
for the ministry and to advise with the association 
officers on the convening of an ordination council of the 
association consisting of two lay representatives and 
pastor from each local church. 

Section 2 . Department of Christian Education 

Responsibilities of this Department shall 

include the following: 

a) A basic program of Christian education to meet the 
needs of all age groups and of all churches. 

b) The development of new methods for education to meet 
the various church needs, i. e. , the Spanish bi-lingual 
churches; the churches in the inner city; the churches 
of limited membership with inadequate numbers for all 
age group classes. 
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c) The coordination of the development of any curriculum 
materials of the auxiliary organizations created 
especially to highlight a Connecticut concern. 

d) The implementation of the training dimension of the 
Department of Churchmanship, for all areas, i. e. , 
deacons, trustees, church school teachers, moderators 
Board and Department members of the Convention, 
communities and interdenominational bodies. 

e) The curriculum for the Schools of Mission and Steward¬ 
ship of the Department of Christian Mission Support. 

f) The programming for the youth ministry. 

g) The camping and conference program of the Convention. 

h) A program of campus ministries, guidance and recruit¬ 
ment and continuing education for ministry effected 
through a sub-committee on Christian Higher Education. 
This sub-committee shall also administer the Baptist 
Educational Fund. 


Section 3 . Department of Christian Mission Support 

Responsibilities for this Department shall 
be: 


a) The raising of the American Baptist Mission Budget 
including the Institutional Support Program. 

b) The conducting of all special fund campaigns for the 
Convention. 

c) Implementing of the over-all missionary and steward¬ 
ship education program of the Convention in coopera¬ 
tion with the'Department of Christian Education. 


Section 4. Department of Christian Outreach 


be as follows: 


Responsibilities of this Department shall 


a) Evangelism. This includes traditional dimensions and 
new dimensions of mission to social and power structures. 

b) Church extension. This includes the responsibility for 
development of new churches in growing areas, and the 
extension and support of the mission of older churches 
in town and country and older city areas. 

c) Specialized church programming. A continuing evalua¬ 
tion of the programs offered by our Convention to our 
churches, in order to provide programs that implement 
the mission of the church. 

d) Special ministries of outreach. This area includes inner 
city ministries, and ministries of community witness 
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in the area of cultural and racial relationships. 

e) Christian Social Concern. Responsibilities include the 
area of legislative involvement, relations with the 
United Nations, and the involvement with other de¬ 
nominations in the area of racial and cultural relation¬ 
ships, and other social concerns. 

f) Aid to churches. Financial aid and the establishment 
of related policies. 

g) Institutional Ministries. The development of relation¬ 
ships with existing and future homes and institutions. 

h) Communications. The publicity and public relations of 
the Convention. 

i) Resolutions. Initiation of action to carry out the resolu¬ 
tions adopted by American Baptist Convention and the 
Connecticut Convention of American Baptist Churches. 

Section 5 . Department of Business and Finance 

This Department's responsibilities shall be: 

a) The administration of the state convention properties. 
Whenever Camp Wightman properties and/or assets 
are on the agenda, the Minister of Camping, Youth and 
Christian Higher Education shall be invited to sit with 
this Department. 

b) The investment portfolio. 

c) The physical assets, including all properties of the 
Convention. 

d) The granting of loans to local churches. 

e) The over-all budget control. 

f) The receiving, accounting and disbursing of all funds 
of the Convention. 

Section 6. All standing departments named in this 

article shall keep accurate and complete 
records of their proceedings in permanent form and make reports to 
the Board of Managers when necessary. Periodic written summaries 
of each department's work shall be shared with the local church counter¬ 
part. 

ARTICLE X. RELATIONS WITH OTHER CHURCH ORGANIZATIONS 

The President shall appoint, on consultation with the Nominating 
Committee each year, the number of delegates required to represent 
the Convention on the Connecticut Council of Churches, and other church 
bodies approved by the Board of Managers.

ARTICLE XI. AMENDMENTS 

These By-Laws may be altered, amended, or repealed by a three- 
fourths vote of the delegates present and voting, provided that the alter 
ation, amandment, or repeal is recommended by the Board of Manager 
or notice of such change is submitted to the churches in writing three 
months prior to the annual session of the Convention, at which such 
proposed change will be presented.

Eugene G. Swartz, presiding 
First Baptist Church of New Haven 

Thursday Evening. October 20 

6:30 p.m. Following dinner in the dining room of the First Church of 

New Haven, Mrs. John Hamilton, president of the American 
Baptist Women of Connecticut, presented Mrs. Major L. 
Johnson with a corsage. Mrs. Johnson was in charge of set¬ 
ting up the discussion groups for the Convention Sessions and 
is president of the American Baptist Women. 

The Rev. Nicholas Titus, executive secretary, paid tribute 
to Mrs. Eugene Swartz for her support during the year while 
her husband served as President of our Convention. Mrs. 
Swartz was also presented with a corsage. 

At 7:30 p.m. , in the sanctuary, Mr. Swartz called the 143rd Annual 
meeting of the Connecticut Baptist Convention to order. The Rev. Nicholas 
Titus, executive secretary of the Convention, led in worship. A hymn and 
scripture reading of Ephesians 3:7 were followed with prayer. 

On motion of the Rev. Allan McGaw, chairman of the 1966 Program 
Committee, and seconded, 

It was VOTED : to adopt the program as printed for the 143rd Annual 
Convention. 

Mr. Swartz called on the Rev. Floyd LaBombard, chairman of the Policy 
Committee, for the presentation of the "Mandate to Minister". Mr. LaBom¬ 
bard pointed out that a study might mean a change. He reviewed the back - 
ground on the reasons for having a study made of our Convention. In light of 
the age in which we live, and recognizing that these are changing times and 
that they present new agonizing problems and pressures, the concern was 
raised on how can we best serve in the Connecticut Baptist Convention. In 
order to find the answer, it was felt necessary to 1) have a study and re¬ 
search made; 2) in order to find oht how we might deal with these problems, 
the report would have to be made in the form of recommendations; 3) invite a 
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team of consultants to come in and work with us on the study. 

Mr. LaBombard then referred to the Digest Report of "Mandate to Min¬ 
ister", page one, paragraph two, which summed up what had taken place. 

After this review of the reason for a study and how it was accomplished, 
the delegates had an opportunity to raise questions. The Consultants, the 
Rev. Harvey Everett and the Rev. Lawrence Janssen, of the American Bap¬ 
tist Home Mission Societies, were introduced to the delegates at this time. 

Mr. Everett and Mr. Janssen went through the Digest Report with the 
delegates after which the delegates had an opportunity to make comments and 
raise questions, with both Mr. Everett and Mr. Janssen helping to answer the 
inquiries. 

Mr. Herbert Chappel commended the Policy Committee on a job well done. 

* * ^ = 5 = # 

The speaker for the evening was President Eugene G. Swartz. His ad¬ 
dress was titled "Mandate to Minister As I See It". Mr. Swartz began his 
message by saying that he would be talking on the "Mandate to Minister" as a 
layman sees it. 

In the past Mr. Swartz could see multiplicity of committees, lack of 
authority in staff, paper and more paper, and many committee meetings. He 
was impressed with the technique used in this study. It was an efficient, well 
conducted study. Mr. Swartz continued to say that Connecticut is industrial, 
the 12th highest in the Union, over 1/3 of our churches near 150 members, 

$81 per resident member giving, only 2% of all the giving units of the Baptist 
Church are giving an excess of $10 per week. He was impressed with the 
new Board of Managers set up. He liked the idea of the Executive Committee 
meeting between the meetings of the Board of Managers. The Executive Com¬ 
mittee will be meeting six times a year. He likes the structure of the five 
Departments and the pruning of committees. The re-organization of the staff 
is very important. It is good to have the jobs well-defined. 

Mr. Swartz indicated that the By-Laws, if adopted, will replace our pres¬ 
ent By-Laws; that these By-Laws are not a perfect document, but they are an 
improvement and we can make further amendments from time to time. This 
is a framework in which we can go ahead and do our work and go on with our 
witnes s. 


Dr. William Sale Terrell, former executive Secretary of the Connecticut 
Baptist Convention, gave the benediction. 

Friday Morning. October 21 

At 9:45 the Rev. Allen Smith, pastor of the Christian Tabernacle Baptist 
Church of New Haven, led in worship. A hymn and scripture reading from 
Matthew 16:13-28 were followed with prayer. 

Mrs. Donald E. Lindsey, Vice-President, presiding, reviewed the pro¬ 
gram of the day. At this time Mrs. Major L. Johnson explained the procedure 
for the small group discussions, introduced the leaders and resource persons 
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and announced the room assignments. 

At 10 a.m. Dr. Jitsuo Morikawa, director of Evangelism of the American 
Baptist Home Mission Societies, was introduced. Dr. Morikawa requested 
the delegates and visitors to think on "How does my church measure up to 
this Mandate?" Dr. Morikawa said that the Gospel is the good news of some¬ 
thing new happening in the world. The newness of God erupts into history. 
Evangelism and Gospel are identical. Evangelism is the activity of God. Dr. 
Morikawa went on to say that we need to distinguish between evangelism and 
proselytism. 

Evangelism is that which occurs in the world. Evangelism occurs in very 
strange, unpredictable ways. 

We need a spirit of openness, flexibility, maneuverability so that we can 
change within 24 hours, 48 hours, as great crises emerge. The church is 
called to be in the midst of the world. We must become fluid, flexible and 
quick acting. The church needs to be where the action is, where the crises 
are and where God is in the world. 

At 10:45, the delegates went to their various groups for discussion of the 
morning message. 


At 12 noon, lunch was served with Mr. Donald E. Eindsey, presiding. 

During the lunch hour, there was a Panel Presentation on Renewal in 
New Haven. Greetings were given to the delegates by Mayor Richard C. Lee 
of New Haven. The title of the Presentation was "Mandate to Renewal. " Mrs. 
John H. Minott, moderator, introduced the panelists as follows: Mr. Roger 
D. Armstrong, administrative assistant of the New Haven Redevelopment 
Agency; the Rev. Allen H. Smith, pastor of the Christian Tabernacle Baptist 
Church of Hamden and on the staff of the Yale Divinity School; and Mrs. 
William E. Braisted, a member of the First Church of New Haven. 

Mayor Lee said that the complexities of a community has been his as¬ 
signment for the last thirteen years. He said the cities of America are " a 
mess." People go to the suburbs to get away from the problems of the city, 
but they won't get away from them. We cannot ignore the innercity. There 
is a need to rebuild the cities. This is what New Haven is attempting to do. 
Mayor Lee welcomed the delegates to New Haven and stressed that we do 
have a Mandate to Minister. 

Mr. Armstrong' s work is with the physical welfare of the people in New 
Haven. For the ill-housed, they have sought public housing for low income, 
safety and sanitation. The number one major emphasis is rehabilitation. 

One out of six houses have been made safe, sound and beautiful. There has 
been established Senior Citizens' Centers throughout the city. There is a 
wide choice of housing, 15 story, 1 story, suburban, and downtown. They 
have over 800 public housing units. They felt the need to break up Negro 
and white ghettos. In The Florence Butcher apartments, sixty families of 
white are set in the Negro ghetto. Mr. Armstrong went on to say that they 
are trying to be sensitive to the needs, open up imagination, hearts and 
minds to all possible avenues for ministry. 
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Mr. Smith said that in the renewal of the physical side of the city they 
also needed to do something in the area of human renewal. Community 
Progress Incorporated was established with a $2,500,000 Ford Grant for 
three years, with New Haven trying to match these funds. 

The city has been divided into six neighborhoods. Each neighborhood 
has a community school (this means that the school then becomes the center 
of all activity in that area). Employment Centers have been established in 
each neighborhood where they have training programs for skills, give ap¬ 
titude tests, interview the people for positions. We are very much aware of 
God's activity in the work of the CPI. 

Mrs. Braisted stressed the volunteer services in the community. She 
said we have mission, and mission means action. There are many services 
one could do in volunteer work, such as Red:Cross, Visiting Nurse Associa¬ 
tion, Hospitals, Home for the Elderly, Convalescent Homes, Illiteracy, For¬ 
eign Students, Head Start Program, Rehabilitation Centers, Meals on Wheels. 

After the presentation, the delegates boarded four buses to take a tour of 
New Haven to see the progress of the Renewal Program of .the city. Everyone 
was most impressed.

At 5:20 p.m. delegates reconvened in the sanctuary for the plenary ses¬ 
sion and response from the buzz groups. The comments and suggestions of 
changes were given to the By-Laws Committee for their consideration. 

Mr. Hugh MacDonald reported on the response to Dr. Morikawa's morn¬ 
ing message. 

Adjourned for dinner at 6:30 p.m. with the Rev. Nicholas Titus as host. 


Friday Evening, October 21 

At 7:45 p.m. worship was led by the Rev. Stephen Sieh, pastor of the 
Chinese fellowship in New Haven meeting with the Calvary Baptist Church. 

The choir of the First Baptist Church of New Haven sang an anthem. 
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At 8:15 p.m. Dr. Morikawa's message for the evening was "The Minis¬ 
tering Church in Today's City." 

Saturday morning. October 22 

The Saturday morning session of the Connecticut Baptist Convention ?as 
opened by worship led by the Rev. Clifford H. Taylor, pastor of the Mont- 1 
ville Union Church, with the singing of the hymn, "Spirit of God, Descend 
Upon My Heart. " Scripture was taken from Ephesians 4:1- 16 followed by 
prayer. 

Following the worship service, President Eugene G. Swartz called the 
business meeting to order. Mr. Swartz indicated that the By-Laws and the 
changes suggested by delegates were being mimeographed and would be pre¬ 
sented for consideration by the delegates at approximately 11 o'clock. He 
suggested that the order of the day be changed and other items of business be 
dealt with at the present time. 

On motion of Rev. Alvin Johnson and seconded, 

IT WAS VOTED : that the order of the day be changed and that the By-Laws 
be considered at approximately 11 o'clock.

That the World Mission Campaign suggested goal for Connecticut be left 
at $347,700 as a minimum goal, and that we accept a challenge goal of

IT WAS VOTED : to accept this recommendation. 

That we join Project Equality , working with other Protestant denomina¬ 
tions, the Roman Catholic Church and Jewish groups, and that we designate 
$1,500 as our share of the cost for the Executive Director and the program. 

On motion of Nelson Harger and seconded, 

IT WAS VOTED : to accept this recommendation. 

That we accept the goal of $227,000 for 1967 and $232,000 for 1968, for 
the American Baptist Mission Budget . 

On motion of Rev. Alvin D. Johnson and seconded, 

IT WAS VOTED : to accept this recommendation. 


Place of Convention. Mr. Swartz called on the Rev. Allen H. Smith, 
chairman of the Committee on Place of next Annual Meeting, to make his re- 
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port. 

On motion of Mr. Smith and seconded, 

IT WAS VOTED : that we accept the invitation of the First Baptist 

Church of Southington to hold our Annual Meeting at 
their church in 1967. 

Resolutions. President Swartz introduced the Kev. Francis Hensley, 
chairman of the Resolutions Committee. Mr. Hensley led a preliminary dis¬ 
cussion of the resolutions that had been sent to each church and delegate 
prior to the Annual Meetings. 

Mr. Hensley introduced the members of the Resolutions Committee. The 
delegates were given opportunity to ask questions, make suggestions and 
comments. 

The Resolutions were adopted as distributed with a few amendments and 
additions: I Appreciation; II Denominational Affairs; III Interdenominational 
Affairs; IV Connecticut Affairs; V National Affairs; VI International Affairs. 

Resolutions as amended and adopted are on file in the Convention Office. 

At 11:10 a.m. President Swartz called on the Rev. Joseph Sisk, chair¬ 
man of the Committee on By-Laws. Mr. Sisk paid tribute to the members of 
the Committee for their long hard work. Mr. Sisk also paid tribute to Miss 
Wilda Stratton and Rev. Nicholas Titus for their part in helping facilitate the 
work on the By-Laws. 

Mr. Sisk also expressed his gratitude to the Rev. Harvey Everett of the 
American Baptist Home Mission Societies. Mr. Everett responded by say¬ 
ing, "The By-Laws are the result of cooperative work together for the Con¬ 
vention. " 

Mr. Swartz said that "the 1966 Convention was planned for maximum 
participation by Connecticut American Baptists and that the adoption of the 
By-Laws was considered an important decision. The adoption of these By- 
Laws should not be a spur-of-the-moment judgment but serious consideration 
of an important document. " 

The suggestions and revisions made by the delegates of the Convention 
were considered by the By-Laws Committee and compiled into a mimeo¬ 
graphed form for consideration at this time. 

IT WAS VOTED : that the Proposed By-Laws be accepted with the 
amendments. (See printed By-Laws in Annual). 

It was announced that a By-Laws Revision Committee will be appointed 
after the Annual Meeting to consider any additional amendments. 

On motion of Rev. Alvin D. Johnson and seconded, 

IT WAS VOTED : that a word of thanks be expressed to the National 
Leaders and the committee on the fine work done in 
preparing the By-Laws. 
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Mr. Swartz likewise expressed thanks to the members of the By-Laws 
Committee and Rev. Harvey Everett and Rev. Lawrence Janssen. Also, Mr. 
Swartz expressed thanks to Wilda Stratton and David Follett for the work they 
have done during the Annual Meetings. 

Quinnipiac College - The Rev. Alvin D. Johnson reported that if the Con- 
vention was interested in this property that some action should be taken soon. 
Mr. Swartz felt that the only practical move we might make is to state that 
the Rev. Alvin Johnson is at present spearheading this investigation and will 
have the committee appointed by our incoming president to work with him. 
Money will be needed if there is to be an option to be secured for a more or¬ 
derly evaluation. It is presumed that the money will have come from the ac¬ 
tion of the Executive Committee or from individual donations. The owners 
are asking for a $1,500 deposit on option.

Mr. Titus said that with the new By-Laws, we should be able to go for¬ 
ward into the next year with more effectiveness as we try to meet the needs 
of our people. 

Mr. Titus commended President Eugene G. Swartz in the fine way in 
which he carried on his responsibilities during the year. Mr. Swartz gave a 
lot of time. His administrative abilities were appreciated and meant a great 
deal to the Convention. 

Rev. F, William Ortolf . Mr. Ortolf also commended Mr. Swartz in 
getting done all that was accomplished this day. Mr. Ortolf referred to the 
pamphlet and statistical report which was enclosed in their packets for his re¬ 
port.

REPORTS TO THE CONNECTICUT BAPTIST CONVENTION 
IN ANNUAL SESSION - NEW HAVEN ON OCTOBER 20, 21, 22, 1966 

REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE SECRETARY 

Rev. Nicholas Titus 

"Mandate to Minister." This is the theme of the report of the re¬ 
cent study which was made of our Connecticut Baptist Convention. The 
report challenges us to examine our purpose and structure. Recom¬ 
mendations are made for the regrouping of committees into depart¬ 
ments. Staff positions are more clearly defined and related to approp¬ 
riate departments. 

The report suggests that we revitalize and regroup our associations. 
The report also points up the need for more effective programs of 
evangelism, leadership education, and stewardship. It highlights our 
need for concern for the inner city and for church extension. 

Pastors and members of the Board of Managers have received full 
copies of the report. Digests of the report were sent to churches. 

Each delegate to this annual meeting has also received a copy of the 
digest. 

The study represents more than merely "tinkering with the machin¬ 
ery. " The members of the Policy Committee, the Board of Managers, 
the By-Laws Committee, Association groups, the Baptist Youth Fel¬ 
lowship, our men's and women's groups, convention committees, lo¬ 
cal churches--all have had presentations made and opportunity for dis¬ 
cussion. This, in itself, has been good for us. We have been thinking 
deeply about the mission of the local church and the mission of our 
churches together through the state convention. 

The purpose of the study is not to dream up a "super" organization 
with well-oiled wheels. Rather, the recommended changes are an 
effort to carry out the mission of the church in the spirit of Christ who 
said, "The Son of Man has come not to be ministered unto, but to 
minister. " 

The study has involved already busy people on numerous commit¬ 
tees and extra assignments. Connecticut Baptists seem willing to give 
themselves to creative work and to shoulder heavy responsibilities. 

This is most inspiring. 

The director of the study. Rev. Harvey Everett, as well as the 
other members of the study team from the American Baptist Home 
Mission Societies, have endeared themselves to us through their ded¬ 
ication and hard work. Mr. Everett has skillfully guided us so that we 
could face the challenge of ministering in our new day. 

Needless to say, the increased work involved in the study, the prep¬ 
arations for the coming World Mission Campaign, and the usual affairs 
of our Convention has placed a heavy burden on our staff and office wor¬ 
kers. Since the retirement of Rev. Major L. Johnson in May of 1965, 
the Rev. F. W. Ortolf and I have been the only full-time members of 
the resource staff. We look forward to the additional staff members 
who will be joining us in our work. 

The great volume of work necessitated by the activities of numerous 
committees has been turned out by our hard-working clerical staff. 

Miss Wilda Stratton, my administrative assistant, has lightened my 
load by taking responsibilities for many of the details in the office. 
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David Follett, our business manager, has assumed many responsibil¬ 
ities for financial affairs. David has also been active in stewardship 
training and has assisted local churches with their every-member can¬ 
vass as a stewardship associate. 

We are happy to have Rev. Herschel Rogers with us as area direc¬ 
tor for the World Mission Campaign. Dr. William Braisted and Dr. 
Elbert E. Gates, Jr. , have enthusiastically assumed the co-chairman¬ 
ship for the Campaign. Roy Johnson and his committee are already 
hard at work on the major gifts portion of the Campaign. We are con¬ 
fident that Connecticut will help under gird this part of our mission in 
a significant way. 

Rev. George Lang is giving us one-fourth of his time as a field 
counselor for the Division of World Mission Support. He has coun¬ 
seled with churches, set up stewardship conferences, and made many 
personal calls on pastors and laymen. 

The death of Mr. Raymond Pugsley has removed a faithful worker 
and member of our Board of Managers. Mr. Pugsley was a member 
of our Finance Committee and was giving considerable time and 
thought to the handling of our many properties throughout the state. 

We rejoice in the coming of Rev. and Mrs. Ralph Seguine to the 
Pierce Memorial Baptist Home. Ralph has served well as a pastor in 
our state. As administrator of the Home, Ralph will continue to ex¬ 
tend his pastoral concern in new and significant dimensions. 

Eugene Swartz has proved to be an able and perceptive president. 

His executive skill has been most helpful as we developed new commit¬ 
tees and tried to carry out the work outlined in the "Mandate to Minis¬ 
ter. " We are grateful for his willingness to give his time and talent 
from his already over-burdened business schedule. 

The coming year brings us not only the challenge to implement our 
"Mandate to Minister," but also the work of giving ourselves to the 
World Mission Campaign. This is good! We should never be so busy 
revising our structure that we fail to respond to the needs of God's 
children in every corner of His world. 

I look forward to the next year as we work together under our "Man¬ 
date to Minister. " 
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REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 

Rev. F. William Ortolf 

Since we live in an age when organizations, groups and projects are 
referred to with initials, 1965-66 should be remembered in our De¬ 
partment of Christian Education as the year we took some unusual 

S. T.E. P. s. 

STUDY: The Department spent many hours in sincere study of the 
"Mandate to Minister," not only how this change in organization 
would affect Christian Education, but how Christian Education could 
best relate to the total reorganizational structure of our Convention. 

At the conclusion of hours of depth study and with only minor recom¬ 
mended changes, the Department was happy to send notice to Presi¬ 
dent Eugene Swartz of our delight with the whole report and our en¬ 
thusiastic endorsement and support of it. 

TRAINING: Even with our active involvement in other areas, the 
Department of Christian Education has been able to offer a variety of 
training experiences to our churches. Those offered were: 

-Weekend Observation School for Workers With Children, 
Southbridge, Mass. 

-Visit by National Curriculum Consultant - Ruth Teasdale 

-Campsitute; Children's Museum of West Hartford 

-New England Regional Lab. School for Adult Workers With 
Children, Ayer, Mass. 

-May Counselor Training Program, Camp Wightman 

-New England Regional Camp Training, Grotonwood, Mass. 

-Adult Workers with Youth Conference this Fall; First, 
Norwich; Grace, Meriden; and First, Bridgeport 

This year saw our Department recommending scholarship aid to our 
churches to encourage their people to attend the above mentioned 
training experiences. 

Along with these training experiences, we were able to send our 
state chairman of Christian Education, Dr. George H. Sinclair, Jr. ; 
our chairman of Children's Work, Mrs. Justus Beach; and our chair¬ 
man of Camping, Rev. Alvin D. Johnson, to Green Lake for further 
training and interpretation in their positions of leadership. Over the 
past three years, we have now had every area of our Department of 
Christian Education represented at Green Lake, Wisconsin. 

EVALUATION: One of the true highlights of the year was the eval- 
uating of our state program of Christian Education. This was accom¬ 
plished by visiting various churches in the State and conducting a dia¬ 
logue with those interested in Christian Education. Twelve churches 
(Branford; Bridgeport, Second; Mansfield; New Haven, Christian 
Tabernacle; New Haven, First; Noank; Norwalk, Community; Norwich, 
Central; Stamford; Suffield, Second; Voluntown, and Warrenville) were 
visited by four teams of three members from our Department. The 
results of their visits have been compiled and will be a guide in steer¬ 
ing our direction for the next few years. 

Our appreciation goes to those churches visited and the coopera¬ 
tion and assistance given us in charting a strong program of Christian 
Education and witness. 
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CAMPING: Our program at Camp Wightman continues to 
grow and elcpand. This season we added a new program in the form of 
a Trail Camp to New Hampshire. Under the leadership of Rev. and 
Mrs. Curtis Hoffman, thirteen campers "hit" the Pemigewasset Wild¬ 
erness Northeast of Lincoln, New Hampshire. For nine days the Hoff¬ 
mans were assisted in hiking, fellowship and spiritual renewal by Don¬ 
ald Lindsey and Miss Margaret Burches. 

We also sent two young men from West Hartford to observe the Ver¬ 
mont Baptist canoe trip down the Connecticut River, in hope of organ¬ 
izing a program of this type in the future. 

The Camp Committee spent two days at Camp Wightman this summer 
with Dr. Rodney Britten, Director of Camping for the American Bap¬ 
tist Convention, discussing current trends in out-of-doors education 
and how these trends might relate to our program, property and future 
development. A study paper on the philosophy of out-of-doors educa¬ 
tion was sent to each pastor, chairman of Church committee of Chris¬ 
tian Education and local chairman of camping. 

Statistically we have the highest attendance at our summer program 
to date. This included 577 campers, 146 counselors and 19 staff mem¬ 
bers. To date (September 19, 1966) 1343 people have attended twenty- 
five weekend retreats and ten one-day conferences. 

I should like to take this opportunity to express my appreciation to 
the Rev. Alvin Johnson and his Camp Committee. Especially I wish to 
mention those sub-committee chairmen who have given so much of 
their time and ability: Gordon Beals (Property); Donald Wheeler (Lead¬ 
ership); Lawrence Steeves (Promotion) and Jonathan Harger (Program 
and Standards). Also my deepest appreciation goes to our 1966 Direc¬ 
tors: Miss Ethelyn Nichols, Mrs. Alex Elsesser, Mrs. Richard 
Ogrean, the Rev. Donald Wheeler, the Rev. John Minott, the Rev. 
Richard Hardy, Miss Grace Lewis, the Rev. and Mrs. Ralph Seguine, 
Miss Nancy Johnson, the Rev. and Mrs. Curtis Hoffman and the Rev. 
and Mrs. Wallace Reid. 

YOUTH: You will find a more detailed report on the activ¬ 
ities of our Youth Program under the Report of our State Baptist Youth 
Fellowship President and in the report of the Department of Christian 
Education. I would like just to comment on three aspects of our work 
in this field. 

First, in February, we held a weekend Consultation Program with 
the Vermont Ministry with Youth Workers. This was a time of sharing 
our concerns and ideas in what we are and should be doing in the area 
of Youth Ministry. I was very proud of the dedication of our young 
people to enter into dialogue with adults to discover areas of common 
concern. 

Next, during June, six members of our Ministry with Youth Commit¬ 
tee attended a Training Program at Andover Newton Seminary. This 
was to prepare them for interpreting the new youth publications, AC¬ 
TION-IMPACT, coming out this winter. You will be hearing a great 
deal on this subject in the future. 
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PROGRAM: Because of the portfolios I carry this section will cov¬ 
er not only Christian Education, but a report on Christian Higher Ed¬ 
ucation. 

Finally, we are looking forward to three area conferences for 
Adult Workers with Youth where we can share the new trends and 
philosophy of our youth resources and how these might be used in giv¬ 
en situations. 

To the outgoing president, Robert Atkyns, I want to say thanks for 
your willingness to lead us and being such a good friend. To John 
Minott, Youth Advisor, goes my deep appreciation for the leadership 
and influence you share with Connecticut youth. To Thomas Rodgers, 
our incoming President, I pledge my continued support, prayers and 
encouragement. 

CHRISTIAN HIGHER EDUCATION : It has been difficult to 
keep abreast with the growth and activities of this Committee, because 
of the rapid expansion of our campus ministries. This has led us to 
recommend the establishing of a Baptist Foundation to administer 
Connecticut Baptist participation on the various campuses. With the 
approval of the Board of Managers, we are now in the process of or¬ 
ganizing this foundation and making it a legal corporation. 

Two other programs deserve recognition in passing: our Scholar¬ 
ship Program and our Conference on Church Vocation. This year our 
Scholarship Committee enabled seven people to attend six different 
colleges, universities or seminaries, awarding amounts of $1,650 
during the year. Nine people have applied for aid in 1966-67. 

During the early Spring, our Department of Christian Higher Edu¬ 
cation jointly sponsored the conference on Church Vocations, with the 
Connecticut Ministers' Council. This was an all-day affair at Howard 
Johnson's on Whitney Avenue in Hamden. Dr. Fred Erion and Dr. 

John Thomas were the national leaders made available to us for this 
conference. This was the first time we had offered such a program to 
our ministers, enabling them to keep abreast with the recent trends in 
interpreting Church Vocations to our young people. 

IN CONCLUSION : It continually amazes me to see the countless 
number of people who have assisted in advancing the cause of Christ 
in Connecticut. Without their help and prayers, our work could not go 
on. I especially feel a deep sense of gratitude to the 1966 Permanent 
Staff at Camp Wightman. These dedicated young people and adults give 
so much of themselves, often at a real financial sacrifice, for many 
are in college and could do so much better financially elsewhere. To 
all our office secretaries, especially Barbara Stone, my sincere 
thanks for the patience and help you have been this past year. 

Without the dedication of all of these, committee members, camp 
leaders, counselors, staff, and secretaries, we could not have 
achieved the results we have witnessed through Christian Education in 
Connecticut. 
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REPORT OF THE FIELD COUNSELOR 
for the

The opening year of a Field Counselor's work presents a bewilder¬ 
ing array of faces, places, names and schedules. But as the months 
go by every item seems to sort itself into a workable order. It has 
been a privilege to come to New England, including Connecticut, Rhode 
Island, New Hampshire and Vermont to serve as a Field Counselor for 
World Mission Support. 

World Mission Support is the continuing responsibility of every 
church. Guidance and direction is offered by the far-flung staff of 
Field Counselors to pastors, State executive ministers and church 
leaders. Budget development, missionary interpretation, attention to 

special problems-all of these are found on the list of activities of the 

Field Counselor. 

It was particularly inspiring to come to Connecticut at a time when 
the State was achieving and exceeding its goal for World Mission Sup¬ 
port. The goal for 1965 was $216, 000; the receipts were $217, 527. 

This represented a $13,479 increase over the previous year. It also 
represented the devoted efforts of those who had labored in this area 
with diligence and success. To begin work in the glow of these results 
was heartening. 

The orientation to the work of a State Convention does not take place 
in a day or a week. I am indebted to those who have made this an en¬ 
joyable and invigorating experience. The executive minister, the Rev. 
Nicholas Titus, has been generous with advice and insights to the many 
facets of our State Convention's ministry. The Committee on World 
Mission Support, with the Rev. James W. McBride as Chairman, gives 
active and enthusiastic appreciation to the responsibility of World Mis¬ 
sion Support. Miss Wilda Stratton and Mr. David Follett of the Con¬ 
necticut Baptist Convention office staff have also rendered valuable 
help.

This year the American Baptist Men of Connecticut have concentra¬ 
ted efforts in three areas of Christian life: 

1. Communications 

2. Developing a feeling of community in the fellowship of the men 

of the state 

3. Outreach 

Early in the year work was begun on the compilation of a directory 
of local presidents or key men in churches where no organized fellow¬ 
ships exist. This was a year long task that was completed at the time 
of the fall conference. The study turned up some challenging facts. 
Fewer than 25 fellowships are organized in Connecticut. Many of 
these are not chartered with American Baptist men. Many of our lay¬ 
men and pastors still look upon the fellowship as a social club which 
"adds to the number of meetings demanding time" rather than a vital 
outreach arm through which new men may be brought to Christ, and 
church men may be kept growing and.active in the kingdom. It is a 
future challenge to use the state organization to correct lay thinking in 
this matter. 

We have not yet reached the fullness of community within the state. 
There remains the we-they spirit. The continued publishing of the 
Layman's Lantern, the state men's news letter, is designed to devel¬ 
op the spirit of oneness among us. 

The Connecticut Baptist Boosters called this year for funds for a 
special gift in the name of The Laymen of the state to Pierce Memor¬ 
ial Home. The sum of $500.00 was contributed. The calls continue 
to-be successful with a membership that is growing all too slowly to a 
present 125 dedicated Laymen. 

The State Board was asked to work with the Camp Wightman 10th 
Anniversary Committee both in raising funds toward a memorial fire¬ 
place and in sharing some of the tasks of"the celebration. A special 
appeal was made to the men and $500.00 was contributed toward the 
fireplace. 

The fall conference was held at Camp Wightman again this year. 
Here some 60 laymen and pastors wrestled with the theme question 
"How can the church fulfill its mission?" and explored the layman's 
task in this. We were led by Neal M. Dorsch from Flagler, Colorado, 
who recently left his farm and business to go to the Congo to install 
water systems in two villages. The men who attended felt the impact 
of the needs of the mission fields of the denomination as they were in-

troduced to the world mission campaign. They experienced the warm 
fellowship of the state family and participated one with another in con¬ 
sidering the burning questions of the Christian world today. 

As we look to the future we see the laymen of the state assuming 
their rightful place of responsibility in the program of the church.

One of the first duties of the new president was to welcome new pas¬ 
tors and directors of Christian Education to our state at the convention 
dinner in Torrington. 

In February, the Ministers' Council and the Christian Higher Edu¬ 
cation Committee sponsored a Conversation Conference at the Howard 
Johnson Motor Inn in Hamden. Dr. John Thomas from Crozer Semin¬ 
ary gave several lectures on the recruitment of ministers. It was 
learned from the conference that there is no shortage of ministers in 
the American Baptist Convention, that most of the churches without pas¬ 
tors are unable to support one. Perhaps we need another conference 
on "Church Redevelopment" where some bulldozing as well as building 
is done, in order to increase the percentage of churches able to support 
a pastor. 

The president attended the Baptist Ministers' Conference at Green 
Lake in August. The sessions were both inspiring and helpful. 

A successful fall round-up of pastors was held in conjunction with the 
Laymen's Conference at Camp Wightman where we heard the challeng¬ 
ing lectures and informal talks given by Mr. Neil Dorsh of Flagler,

"Instruments for Change Under God" has been our theme this year 
and will continue for one more year. 

Sixty-nine White Cross reports were received from the 85 societies 
in the state, with 1, 339 women participating in the work. Sixty-seven 
societies reported filling their quotas completely. We find that 1, 884 
pounds were sent to missionaries overland; 1, 373 pounds overseas, 

6, 393 pounds were shipped to Mather School. McLean Trucking Com¬ 
pany shipped these boxes free of charge. Bacone College was the re¬ 
cipient of 234 pounds. $242.50 was contributed to the Latin American 
cash quota plan and $286.75 was sent to Valley Forge for White Cross 
for Burma. 

Societies have entertained foreign students, participated in World 
Community Day, written letters to President Lyndon Johnson and our 
Congressmen on the war in Viet Nam, visited the United Nations and 
built programs around it in our societies. They have also promoted 
Self-Help Handicraft Parcels, and in numerous other ways have grown 
a little more world-minded in our Christian life. 

Our Love Gift goal for 1965 was $8, 500. $8,658.40 was reported. 

Our goal for 1966 is the same, $8, 500. 

In February, our women shared with Rhode Island women in a very 
delightful and rewarding Leadership Training Conference. We met at 
the Baptist Camps of Rhode Island with Mrs. Major Johnson and Mrs. 
Laureen Ridge as our national leaders. In attendance were 13 
women from Connecticut under the leadership of Mrs. Molnar. The 
theme of the conference was "Women in the Mission and Ministry of 
the Church. " Plans are under way to implement this same training 
program in our associations. 

Our Baptist women numbered 20 at the Congregational Conference 
Center in Framingham, Massachusetts, for our third annual Retreat. 
Rev. Miss Edith Northrop was our leader. The theme was "Reshaping 
Ourselves. " 

Two young women received aid from our Scholarship Fund. They 
were Miss Pamela Goodrich from the Stratford Baptist Church, and 
Miss Cynthia Lee Channon of Simsbury, a member of the Southington 
Baptist Church. 

We contributed $200 from our Refit Fund toward a car for Miss Ruth 
Maldonado, a missionary in Puerto Rico. Virginia Nickerson received 
$84. from the Refit Fund. 
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Attending our June Conference in Bridgeport were 211 women. Our 
offering of $1, 355. was given to the Pierce Memorial Baptist Home 
Building Fund. Our theme was "Mission - Christian Calling." Miss 
Violet Rudd, Executive Director of American Baptist Women, was our 
outstanding speaker, who told us of her visits to our mission fields.

MINUTES 


The 142nd Annual Meeting of the Ashford Baptist Association was held at 
the South Woodstock Baptist Church on September 25, 1966, with Rev. Henry 
Doughty presiding as Moderator. After an organ prelude by Mrs. Doughty, 
the Call to Worship was read by Mr. Doughty, following which we joined in 
singing "Holy, Holy, Holy. " We were led in prayer by Mr. Doughty, who 
then introduced Rev. C. Douglas Campbell of Putnam Baptist Church, our 
Devotional speaker.

The 142nd Annual Meeting of Ashford Baptist Association was then of¬ 
ficially called to order. Announcements were given regarding registration 
and the supper arrangements. It was announced that all were invited to the 
reception the following Sunday evening in Putnam for Mr. Campbell. The 
Rules of Order were read by the Clerk, followed by the minutes of the last 
meeting, which were accepted. The roll call was read and two new pastors 
were introduced - Rev. C. Douglas Campbell of Putnam and Rev. Donald Fon¬ 
da of Warrenville. 

The Treasurer's report was read and was approved after amending. 

Rev. Heyward Foreman, new Trustee of the Johanna Barrett Fund, re¬ 
ported its total as $1., 057.17 (the same as the year before). It was stated 
that this fund is to be used for widows and orphans of pastors in the Associa- 
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tion, and if there is no such need, the Association can use the interest as we 
see fit. Rev. Howard May presented a motion that we add enough from our 
treasury to make a total of $100. , and if there is a need as stipulated, use it 
for that; otherwise, divide it equally between the Pierce Baptist Home and 
Camp Wightman. This motion was seconded and passed. 

Mr. Lee Pyne, Historian, presented a summary of four church letters 
which were all he had received. He felt some might not have had his correct 
address which is Mansfield Center, Conn. Reports were then given verbally 
by other churches. Danielson has a new church building; Mansfield, a new 
Christian Education wing; Willington has remodeled and added to their old 
white church on the hill; and East Killingly is planning an addition soon. 

Reports of Committees and organizations were called for. Ed Smith re¬ 
ported that the men had held three well attended meetings, plus the State Re¬ 
treat at Camp Wightman. The women's report will be given in their group 
meeting later. Mrs. Amasa Pierce spoke for the Pierce Memorial Baptist 
Home, announcing that the new administrator, Rev. Ralph Seguine, is very 
popular and doing a good job. Also, progress has been made in renovating 
the house bought for the administrator's home. Deborah Lackman, President 
of Ashford Association B. Y. F. , presented a well prepared written report, in 
in which she urged greater support from the churches for the Youth program, 
and asked that an Association Youth Advisor be appointed. 

Rev. Edward E. Chipman made two announcements - one in regard to a 
regional planning conference under QVAC, and the other regarding a possible 
survey of religions to be undertaken by the Committee on Church Planning of 
the State Couirbil of Churches. 

Rev. Howard May reported that there are no formal resolutions to pre¬ 
sent to the Association, but the State Resolutions have just been completed 
and will be sent out to the delegates. There are several interesting ones 
which should be read carefully and discussed in your churches. 

The Nominating Committee's report was called for and Chairman Rob¬ 
ert Arnold announced that because of the transition period in the State Con¬ 
vention with a new proposed constitution coming up, the Nominating Commit¬ 
tee had tried to keep the same officers for another year for the Association, 
but there are some vacancies to fill. The slate is as follows:

It was moved that all these officers presently serving the Association 
be continued for another year. This was passed. It was moved that Rev. 
Donald Fonda be appointed as Vice Moderator. This was passed. 

It was stated that while there is a vacancy in the post of Chairman of 
Place and Preacher for next year, it has already been agreed on that we 
will meet in Danielson next year, and the preacher will be Rev. Donald Fon¬ 
da. The Nominating Committee was asked to try to fill the other vacancies 
during the supper hour. The Youth Advisor asked for by the B. Y.F. will be 
taken care of if the Christian Education Committee is filled. 

Mr. May stated that the present structure of the Association is inad¬ 
equate and we need to rethink the whole system. Mr. Pyne stated that if it 
was decided to abandon the present constitution and adopt a new one, we 
would ask all officers to step aside in favor of a new set up. 

Rev. Nicholas Titus was called on to report from the State Convention. 
He suggested that everyone should stand and sing "Kumbayah" before he 
brought his message. He then went on to say that Associations in the past 
were very important - for fellowship - for ordinations - for reprimanding. 
They really ante-date the State Convention. Most Associations now have 
committees that no longer function. Some committees may be needed only 
for a year, or for a particular need. Some Associations are wondering 
whether they ought to continue to exist. The Mandate to Witness recommends 
that they continue. The plan for the State Convention is to have five Depart¬ 
ments instead of Committees: 

1. Department of Christian Education

5. Department of Churchmanship 

The Vice Presidents will have more responsibility for certain divisions of 
work. There will be five people on the State Staff with some new titles for 
their positions. It is hoped with increased staff and division of labors, that 
they will be able to have closer relationships with the churches. 

This session was then closed with a prayer by Rev. Louis Watson, and 
the assembly broke up into separate meetings for Men, Women, and Youth, 
coming together again for the supper hour. 

The Evening session was opened with the balance of the Nominating 
Committee report, as follows:

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The Devotional program was presented by several members of the 
B.Y.F. with Deborah Lackman, President, presiding. Rev. Louis Watson 
conducted the Memorial Service for all members who have died during the 
past year. 

The balance of the evening program was a Hymn Sing, with special 
music presented by the Danielson choir, a trio from South Woodstock, Dr. 
Richard Tilton of Mansfield, the Stafford Choir, and Bob Johnson of Willi- 
mantic. The closing prayer was offered by Rev. Heyward Foreman. 

The roll call at the end of the afternoon session showed 47 present 
representing nine churches. No count was taken at the evening session.

MINUTES 

The 128th Annual meeting of the Fairfield Association was called to or¬ 
der by Moderator John Conway at Union Baptist Church, Stamford, at 3:00p.m. 
on February 19, 1967. 

Deacon Harold Clay of the host church welcomed to his church all pres¬ 
ent for this meeting. 

Mrs. Terrell Haymes of the Stamford Baptist Church, the chairman of 
women's work for the Fairfield Association, conducted the devotional period. 

Our guest speaker and moderator of the panel discussion was Dr. Angus 
C. Hull whose experience as Executive Secretary of the Metropolitan New 
York City Society stood him in good stead to inform us through experiences in 
his own climate, conducted an informative and meaningful discourse on the 
theme "The Fairfield Association. . . . does it need an obstetrician or a mor¬ 
tician?" Members of the panel included Mrs. W. O. Gardiner of First, 
Bridgeport, Rev. James Watson, Pastor of the Stratford Baptist Church, Rev. 
Claude Peters, Stamford Baptist Church; and Dr. A, W. Sheckells of First, 
Bridgeport. 

Varied and helpful ideas came out of this discussion both from panel 
and floor. Among these ideas were the following: The autonomy of individ¬ 
ual churches sometimes minimizes the effectiveness of an association. Some 
associations have found new life by engaging in special projects, such as, 
church extension. Associations are sometimes needed as liaison between lo¬ 
cal churches and State Convention. 

Some of the weaknesses of the association is traceable to weakness in 
the local church. Leadership is sorely needed in the local church and there¬ 
fore difficult to find for the association. Pastors are overburdened with many 
other responsibilities. 

The Association ought not to be buried but revived in some way that 
allows it to be effective with a simple structure and an ecumenical outlook. 
The need for fellowship, mutual assistance, ordination council and certain 
limited kinds of church discipline was pointed out. 

A tasteful, well served supper at 6 p.m. provided fellowship and a 
change of atmosphere. Our thanks go to the ladies of the host church for 
their part in making this meeting a pleasant one. 

Union Church organist, Mr. Therlon Joyner, offered an excellent organ 
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recital prior to our evening worship hour. The combined choirs of Union 
and Stamford churches offered musical selections during the worship hour, 
which greatly enhanced the worship attitude centering around Dr. Hull's ser¬ 
mon of the evening. 

Dr. Hull referred to the memory of early association meetings and the 
nostalgic feeling this revives. He referred to Dr. Winthrop Hudson's book 
and its reference to the early emphasis on independence in local Baptist 
churches, whereby any kind of interdependence was thought to be interference. 

Dr. Hull asked if associations were able to enter into the dialogue with 
the world of today. 

Dr. Hull suggested that we should start with the love of Jesus Christ. 

He said that the sickness comes with the pettiness of some of our situations. 
"We must be true to the Gospel, but we must be sure what the Gospel is. 
Likewise, we must be true to human need by finding out what and where it is 
and then allowing ourselves to be used as instruments of God in meeting 
these needs. " 

It was decided by a group of interested people in the Association that we 
might use the year 1967-68 as a time of study and research into the most ef¬ 
fective way that the Fairfield Association might minister to the needs of our 
member churches. This was outlined to those present at the meeting and was 
approved by those present and with this as a guideline a minimal officer and 
committee structure was approved. 

The slate listed above was presented and approved. This slate will en¬ 
deavor to evaluate and instrument an effective program for Fairfield Associ- 
ation with the assistance and suggestions of the state office, depending to 
some degree on the implementation of "Mandate" as it applies to our situation. 

There were 79 persons in attendance with 12 churches represented, and 
an undesignated offering of $41.37 was taken. 

The meeting adjourned at 8:55 p. m.

Cal S ®” ainary - In Ma Y 1957 > he was appointed by the American Baptist For¬ 
eign Missionary Society and was sent to Brussels, Belgium, for language 
studies in preparation for service in the Congo. He and his family begaS ser¬ 
vice in the Congo m August 1958. The illness of one of their children necessi- 
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tated their return. 

Rev. Lindland's message was, "The World Summons. ” A summary of 
some of the points stressed by Rev. Lindland; 

It is a very interesting time to be a missionary. What does the Gospel 
really mean in African culture? We go to strange people not only to bear the 
Gospel but to give an offering. Christianity is no longer isolated - it gathers 
up and fulfills all aspiration of men of the world. A Missionary Agent of the 
Gospel, is also necessary to be an Agent of his culture. We force the Afri¬ 
can to take from us and deny the African his own creativeness. Today in the 
Congo, interesting, challenging and difficult structure follows mission. To 
realize fully the exact meaning of the Gospel in African faith, we need a 
strong Christian Church in Africa - Evangelism - Education - Medical help. 
Secondary Education is lacking -600 may graduate from sixth grade, but only 
100 will be able to continue into seventh grade because of lack of schoolteach¬ 
ers. There are wide open doors in the Congo for Christian workers. God is 
not the private property of religion: we must see Christ as the Redeemer of 
the human race with great concern for all. 

Rev. Alex Elsesser, of the Community Baptist Church, Manchester, 
Moderator of the Association, presided at the business session. 

The following reports were presented and accepted:

4. Report of Nominating Committee. 

5. New Business and Election of Officers. 

Rev. Kenneth Cooper, chairman of Town and Country work, gave a re¬ 
port on the summer Vesper Services at the North Colebrook Baptist Church. 
Mr. Cooper reported a fine attendance each Sunday - services packed to ca¬ 
pacity. The Association pastors were very cooperative to conduct these ser¬ 
vices. In most instances choirs and members of the guest minister enhanced 
the project. 

Motion was made to table present consideration of the proposed Con¬ 
stitution with appreciation expressed to the Constitution Revision Committee, 
consisting of Rev. Michael Kary, Chairman; Rev. Ralph Shotwell, and Miss 
Mary Meleky. 

Rev. Raleigh Dutton also spoke briefly of his work in the Enfield area 
and stated that his mission there looks very encouraging.

They are in the process of selecting an Architect and 
hope to break ground for their new church next Spring. Mr. Dutton expressed 
his thanks and appreciation to all in our Association for our prayers as well 
as money to help establish a new Baptist Church in Enfield. 

Installation of officers conducted by Rev. Ralph Ross, pastor of 
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the Asylum Avenue Baptist Church, Hartford, and Chairman of the Nomin¬ 
ating Committee. 

Report of the Connecticut Baptist Convention Study and Reorganization 
was given by Rev. John Minott. A survey was conducted in Conn, and as 
result of that, facts and figures were compiled - "Mandate to Minister. "

A delicious dinner was served by the women of the First Baptist Church 
of Middletown. Rev. Alex Elsesser, Moderator, expressed sincere thanks 
and appreciation to the ladies for the appetizing dinner and the host church 
for their Christian hospitality. 

During the dinner period, a Roll Call of Churches was taken by the 
Clerk. 

Following the dinner, "Briefings" were presented by our Executive 
Secretary, Rev. Nicholas Titus. 

New ministers were introduced and welcomed by Rev. Dr. Robert A. 
Moody of Shiloh Baptist Church, Hartford, and Chairman of the "Association 
Extension Committee. " 

The evening worship service was conducted by Rev. A. Roger Williams, 
pastor of the Union Baptist Church, Hartford, with a hymn, "Lead On O King 
Eternal", followed by scripture reading and a prayer.

Jerusalem is considered a holy city but wherever God's Will is done, that is 
a holy place. Wherever Christians are serving, that is a holy place. 

Mr. Bryan closed his message by saying that every church should have 
a sign in front, "We have the Gospel - We have a Mandate to Witness here !" 

Our Annual meeting was closed with a hymn, "The Church's One Foun¬ 
dation", followed by prayer. 

There were about one hundred thirty-five at the Association meeting ani 
one hundred for dinner.

The 6th Annual Meeting of the Stonington Union-New London Baptist 
Association (Stonington Union - 195th session; New London - 151st session) 
was held at the United Church of Stonington, Connecticut on May 22, 1966, at 
4:00 p. m.

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The Rev. Edith Northrop, chairman of the Pastoral Affairs Committee, 
reported that though their committee had not met it had been on the alert to 
carry out the duties assigned to it. Congratulatory notes had been sent, 
guidance was given, and other help offered to the pastors of the association. 

There was no report from the Christian Education Committee. 

The Rev. Rowland Wilkinson, chairman of the Missions & Evangelism 
Committee, sent a written report to be read by the clerk since he was unable 
to be present. He reported that he has endeavored to explore the many 
evangelistic outreaches currently in us and expressed the hope that the com¬ 
ing year would show some results of this exploration in some definite plans 
for joint evangelistic efforts. 

Mr. Robert Young, chairman of the Social Education & Action Commit¬ 
tee, reported that the work of the committee during the year was carried on 
by a committee member in the Camp Friendly program. He reported that 
23 families had participated in the program in our area. 

The Rev. David Lindsay, chairman of the Ecumenical Affairs Commit¬ 
tee, introduced three people to report on inter-faith work in their areas. 

The Rev. Walter Schoepfer reported on Operation Understanding in Norwich, 
the Rev. Forrest Emerson on a similar program in Niantic, and the Rev. 
Clifford Taylor on Montville area efforts. 

Mr. Ross Aiello, chairman of the Stewardship and Finance Committee, 
reported that the committee approved two requests for funds from the trust 
funds. The committee also recommended for the coming fiscal year a budget 
$2, 280 for the association, to be raised through a 1% apportionment from the 
member churches based on the current expense budget of each church. 

There was no report from the Communications Committee. 

The Rev. Carleton Worcester, chairman of the Program Committee, 
made some comments on the day's program and also distributed brief his¬ 
tories of the association. 

The Rev. Walter Schoepfer, chairman of the Nominations Committee, 
submitted the report of his committee in printed form to the delegates. It 
presented the following slate of officers for 1966-1967: Moderator: Ernest 
L. Johnson; Vice-Moderator: Rev. Paul Schoonmaker; Clerk: Rev. C. Burtis 
Crooks; Treasurer: Wesley Sholes; (see above) 

It was MSV affirmatively to receive all committee reports as given. 

The Rev. Richard Parker, who was introduced as the Minister of Chris¬ 
tian Education at First Baptist, New London, gave a special report on the 
New London Campus Ministry to which he devotes some of his time. He 
thanked the association for the financial support given, indicated that the 
ministry is directed at four schools in the area, and mentioned some future 
plans including a coffee house ministry, student lunches at local churches, 
and a closer affiliation of the work with the area churches. 

Although there was no report from the Men's Fellowship since the or- 
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ganization is inactive, it was announced that a survey had been taken by Mr. . 
Roy Wagner of Ledyard-Gales Ferry who represents our men on the state 
level. 


Mrs. Merle Mason, ex-president of the Women's Missionary Society, 
reported for the group. She reported that the new president is Mrs. Sargis 
Matson and that the name of the organization had been changed to the Ameri¬ 
can Baptist Women of the SU-NL Association. She also mentioned some of 
the work of the group including the support of a child in Hong Kong. 

There was no report from the Baptist Youth Fellowship. 

The Rev. David Lindsay, reporting for the SUNLAMS (Ministers' 
group), said that the group had met regularly for breakfast meetings and ev¬ 
ening meetings with the wives. 

OLD BUSINESS: There was no old business to come before the group. 

NEW BUSINESS: The first item of business on the agenda was the 
election of officers. The moderator called for nominations from the floor. 
There were none and it was MSV affirmatively that the clerk cast one ballot 
for the entire slate of officers and committee chairmen as nominated by the 
Nominations Committee. This was done and the slate was declared elected. 

There was some discussion concerning the proposed budget as sub¬ 
mitted by the Stewardship & Finance Committee and it was MSV affirmatively 
to adopt the budget as proposed. 

After some discussion it was MSV affirmatively that the association 
continue the practice begun this.year and send a delegate to the American 
Baptist Convention in Pittsburgh, Pa. , in May of 1967, the Executive Commit¬ 
tee being empowered to select the delegate and determine the source of nec¬ 
essary expense money, preferably from the operating budget. 

It was MSV affirmatively to extend a vote of thanks to the United Church 
of Stonington for their gracious hospitality. 

The remaining moments of the business meeting were given over to the 
clerk, the Rev. C. Burtis Crooks, our delegate to the American Baptist Con¬ 
vention in Kansas City, May 11-15, 1966. He gave a brief report on his im¬ 
pressions and invited the member churches to call upon him to give more de¬ 
tail reports to the various congregations. The meeting was adjourned at 6:00 
p. m. 


A light supper was served by the host church. The evening program 
was in the form of a community hymn sing under the direction of the Rev. 
Elbert Gates. A highlight was the performance of a large combined choir 
made up of singers from many member churches.

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STONINGTON UNION - NEW LONDON ASSOCIATION 

MINUTES 


The 7th Annual Meeting of the Stonington Union- New London Baptist 
Association (Stonington Union - 196th session; New London - 152nd session) 
was held at the First Baptist Church of New London, Conn. , on May 7, 1967 
at 3:30 p. m. We were led in moments of devotion by the host pastor, the 
Rev. Merle Mason, who also gave a word of welcome. The business session 
was called to order by the moderator, Mr. Ernest Johnson. 

The first item on the agenda was the welcoming of the first church to 
vote to unite with our association under the realignment suggested in the 
state convention's "Mandate to Minister. " The clerk introduced the pastor 
and delegates of the First Baptist Church of Essex after giving a brief back¬ 
ground of their decision to unite with us. It was MSV affirmatively that they 
be officially invited to unite with us and that the moderator extend to them 
the Right Hand of Fellowship. The moderator extended his hand on behalf of 
the association. 

The roll call of the churches indicated that 18 of the 28 churches were 
represented by 86 pastors, delegates, and friends. The minutes of the pre¬ 
vious council meeting were read by the clerk and received. The treasurer's 
report showed total receipts for the year of $4, 755.60, and disbursements of 
$3, 527.80, leaving a balance on hand of $1, 227.80. The unusually large re¬ 
ceipts and disbursements reflect the first installment ($3, 000) of our 
$15, 000 pledge to the building fund of the Ledyard-Gales Ferry Baptist Church. 
Also reported was a total of $17, 900.24 in the two trust funds. The report 
was received. The clerk then summarized the annual letters from the mem¬ 
ber churches. 

COMMITTEE REPORTS : 

There was no report from the Church Affairs Committee. 

The Rev. Holger Schluntz, chairman of the Pastoral Affairs Committee, 
paid tribute to the late Rev. Edith Northrop and also announced the retire¬ 
ment of two association pastors, the Rev. Merle Mason and the Rev. Clifford 
Taylor. 

The Rev. James Pratt, chairman of the Christian Education Committee, 
reported on the two major activities sponsored by the committee during the 
year - a Church School Workers' Conference and Work Session for members 
of local Boards of Christian Education. 

The Rev. Rowland Wilkinson, chairman of the Missions & Evangelism 
Committee, reported on the association-wide pulpit exchange and also indi¬ 
cated his own feeling that the purposes of his committee should be reevaluated 
to see if there is sufficient justification for the existence of the committee. 

There was no report from the Social Education & Action Committee. 

The Rev. David Lindsay, chairman of the Ecumenical Affairs Commit¬ 
tee, reported on the forthcoming Eastern Connecticut Crusade with Bill 
Glass as a worthwhile ecumenical effort in our area. 
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Mr. Edward Re gets, chairman of the Stewardship & Finance Commit¬ 
tee, had to leave the meeting and his report was presented by the clerk. The 
committee had no requests for funds from the trust funds, had audited the 
treasurer's books and found them correct, and submitted a budget of $4, 550 
for the coming fiscal year to be raised through a 1% assessment on the cur¬ 
rent expense budgets of member churches plus an amount of $900 to be 
raised through special projects. 

Mr. Raymond Bordner, chairman of the Communications Committee, 
reported on his own feeling that the task of the committee was one of public 
relations through the public media and that those responsible for association 
functions could make his task easier by keeping in touch with the committee 
regarding newsworthy items. 

The Rev. Elbert Gates, chairman of the Program Committee, re¬ 
ported that his report was contained in the program of the day. 

The Rev. Wade Hiltabidel, acting chairman of the Nominations Commit¬ 
tee, submitted the report of his committee in printed form to the delegates. 

It presented the following slate of officers (see above). 

It was MSV affirmatively to accept all committee reports. 

The American Baptist Women of the SU-NL Association reported on 
the work of the society and that the new president was Mrs. Sargis Matson. 

There was no report from the BYF or the Men's Fellowship. 

The SUNLAMS (ministers' group) reported on their activities and that 
Rev. Richard Parker was the current president. 

OLD BUSINESS: The Rev. Elbert Gates reported on the World Mission 
Campaign, asked a few delegates to report for local churches, and predicted 
that Connecticut may exceed th’e $500, 000 goal. 

The clerk reported on the availability of grants for debt-free churches 
in our association from the Morgan Trust Fund and asked that any churches 
interested and qualified contact him after the meeting. 

NEW BUSINESS: Rev. C. Burtis Crooks, area coordinator for the 
Camp Friendly program reported on it and asked churches interested in par¬ 
ticipating to contact him. 

The delegates from the Lebanon church reported that their church had 
voted to remain in the SU-NL association, as was their option, rather than 
follow the state conventions's realignment suggestion. 

Rev. Paul Schoonmaker gave an additional announcement concerning 
the Bill Glass Crusade in New London, June 25 to July 2. 

It was MSV affirmatively to adopt the budget as submitted by the 
Stewardship & Finance Committee/. There was no discussion on the motion. 

The moderator relinquished the chair to theRev. Wade Hiltabidel, chair¬ 
man of the Nominations Committee, for the purpose of conducting the elec-

tion of officers . It was MSY affirmatively to place the names submitted by 
the committee in nomination. Nominations from the floor were called for. 
There being none the nominations were closed. There was considerable dis¬ 
cussion concerning the fact there was no nominee for the position of clerk. 

It was pointed out that according to the By-Laws, the present clerk, Rev. C 
Burtis Crooks, could continue to serve in the office until a successor has 
been found, even though he could not be reelected having served four consec¬ 
utive terms. Mr. Crooks agreed with the condition that the Nominations 
Committee continue to search for a suitable candidate for election. It was 
MSV affirmatively that the clerk cast one ballot for those nominated. This 
was done and they were declared elected. 

It was then moved and seconded that the Executive Committee recon¬ 
sider the rotation principle in our By-Laws and report back. The motion 
was defeated. 

All new officers were asked to come forward to be recognized. Mr. 
Ernest Johnson accepted for all the challenge of the tasks given them. 

It was MSV affirmatively that a standing vote of thanks be given to the 
clerk for the work of the past four years in serving the association. 

On that note the meeting was adjourned. 

A light supper was served by the host church and the day came to a 
close with a hymn sing under the leadership of Rev. Elbert Gates, Jr.

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ORDINATION 
Standards of Ordination 

1. The candidate for ordination shall be a member of the church which 
ordains. 

2. The call for a council or ordination shall be on the recommendation 
of the Commission on the Ministry of the Connecticut Convention of American 
Baptist Churches. This call shall be sent to all of the churches of the associ¬ 
ation of the ordaining church. 

3. Education qualifications for ordination shall be: 

a. Standard college and theological studies with graduation. 

4. A candidate for ordination shall have satisfied his local ordaining 
council of his intent to enter the Christian Ministry to become a missionary 
or chaplain, or to enter some other specialized field of the Christian Minis¬ 
try. 

5. A candidate for ordination must satisfy the ordaining council by 
giving clear convictions of truth upon subjects kindred to God; the Person of 
Christ; the work of the Holy Spirit; the church and its ordinances; world wide 
missions; and by giving evidence of the implications of these truths in their 
relationship to the life of the individual, the life of the church, and the life of 
the world. 

Procedure for Ordination 

1. The church of which the candidate is a member arranges for a 
meeting of the candidate with the examining committee of the Association 
Permanent Council and makes contact with the State Commission on the 
Ministry, forwarding full data as to the qualifications of the candidates. 

2. Upon the recommendation of the examining committee of the Asso¬ 
ciation Permanent Council after it has advised the State Commission on the 
Ministry the church calls said Association Council through its moderator to 
assemble as a council of examining for ordination., 

3. To this council of examination the church invites the President and 
Executive Minister of the Convention, the State Commission on the Ministry 
and such other guests as the church and the candidate may desire. 

4. It is suggested that the date for the service of ordination should not 
be set until after the council of examination has recommended that the church 
proceed with the ordination service. 

5. Where there is no Association Permanent Council the church of 
which the candidate is a member should present the candidate to the State 
Commission on the Ministry for examination and upon its recommendation 
proceed to call a council of examination for ordination. Invitations to the 
council should be issued as in Section 2 above. 

6. Clerk of each association should file the minutes of the action of 

the Association Permanent Council with the State Commission on the Ministry.
